Bishop Sharp on Polygamy. 
New Yorx, December 31. 

A World reporter interviewed Bishop 
Sharp, of Utah, now here, who said: 
“Tl always have understood that Gar- 
field dida’t desire to rip up the whole 
past, but was resolved that polygamy 
should be suppressed for the future. 
Arthur, to judge by his utterances, is 
determined to carry out the programme 
inaugurated by his predecessor. Po- 
lygamy is avery difficult problem to 
solve. I cannot conceive what the 
Government can do with cases of po- 
lygamous marriages where contracted 
before or since 1862. Their abroga- 
tion would be an obvious injustice, 
aud would result in miseries unfold. 
I do not anticipate that Congress will 
act rashly or unadvisedly, and our 
people express no fears of any such 
action, It would be hard to say what 
would be the result should the Gov- 
ernment act hastily. Our people are 
peace-loving and law-abiding, but they 
are not to be trodden upon with im- 
punity.
